In holding the federal child labor law unconstitutional 
and therefore invalid, the United States supreme court recog­ 
nizes that the act was “designed to promote 
the 
greatest 
good/' But the court finds that to admit the validity of the 
law would give congress authority to take over to its control 
a great number of subjects o£»public interest, jurisdiction of 
which the states have never parted with. The court says that j 
to give such magic to the word “tax” as proposed in the act 
“would break down all constitutional limitations of the powers 
of congress and completely wipe out the sovereignty of the 
states." In the matter of controlling railroad rates with the 
states, all authority was taken by congress from the several , 
state railroad commissions and given to the interstate com-1 
merce commission, afederal body. That very nearly wiped out 
the sovereignty of the states in matters relating to the rail­ 
roads.—Fort Worth Record. 
Of course we believe in protecting the children but Okla­ 
homa already has a rigid law regarding child labor. This de- j 
cistori is something of a change in front on the part of the 
supreme court which has upheld congress in stripping the 
states of one right after another until state lines were almost 
obliterated. As mentioned by the Record the matter of rail­ 
road rates is a case in point.

CAPITALISM IS 
CLASS WAR, SAYS 
PROFESSOR GRAY 


(By the Associated Press) 
EVANSTON, 
III.— Capitalism 
as 
now practiced “is class w a r/’ and 
“destructive of civilization,*’ 
Prof. 
John H. Gray of Carleton College, 
Northiisld, Minn., a former presi­ 
dent of the 
American 
Economic 
association, told the Conference on 
Christianity of the Economic Order 
here today. The conference was cal­ 
led 
by 
leaders 
of 
the 
Methodist 
Episcopal church. Prof. Gray said 
in part: 
“Capitalism as at present practiced 
in class was quite as destructive of 
civilization as international militar­ 
ism. In fact, it is t he moving force 
and cause of international aggres­ 
sion and war. It leads to social and 
political unrest and to such gross 
injustice as is inconsistent wTith any 
Christian civilization. 
“Our economic order rests on the 
theory of private property, freedom 
of individual contract, and th* uni­ 
versally and beneficence of compe­ 
tition. The theories on which we act 
grew out of circumstances that have 
disappeared with the app arance and 
I development of capitalism. 
' 
“When this system took shape, a 
society was virtually stagnant, and 
if the amount of production increas­ 
ed, the surplus went to the pro- 
, ducers 
in 
fairly 
equal 
portions. 
| Rapid invention, discovery and the 
i development of capitalism with its 
working classes without ownership 
enormously increased this surplus, 
and caused it to go to the owners 
of the means of production, to the 
J vital exclusion of the workers. 
! 
“Such a system is incompatible 
with as wide a political franchise 
as we have today.” 
Prof. Gray served at various times 
as chairman of the municipal com­ 
mittee of the Civic Federation of 
Chicago, as chairman of the World’s 
Congress 
Auxiliary

Science, and as associate editor of 
the economic Buietin. He was re- j 
cently a professor at the University j por 
of Minnesota.

p. rn. September 18, 
1921, under 
very unfavorable conditions for a

wind which carried us northwest and 
in two hours we w'ere over Zebrugge. 
The North Sea was crossed at an 
altitude of 4,500 feet, the English 
coast line being reached about 20 
north of the Thames. 
“Shortly we passed over London. 
By sunrise 
we 
were in 
Northern 
W ales and 
the Irish sea 
Was in 
sight. We droped down very low and 
asked where we were and how far 
it was across the sea. The farmers 
told us it was IOO m iles— much to 
our 
surprise— and * wte 
decided 
to 
tackle it, as our rate of speed at 
that tim e would carry us over in 
five hours— placing us in the neigh­ 
borhood of Dublin. 
“ About 8:30 a. rn. we crossed the 
town of Aberswith, but the wind 
gradually died down at 11:30 a. rn. 
We were over Bardsley Island. We 
decided to land on this island, but 
w hile m aneuvering we caught sight 
of another baloon to the south of 
U3. Naturally we abandoned all plans 
for landing and decided not to try 
to come down until the other bag 
did. We kept sailing along and at 
4:30 p. rn. we were only a m ile from 
the Dublin shore— only a m ile from 
sure victory in the world’s greatest 
air race, for we were certain no 
other bag could have traveled that 
far. 
Sank Into the Sea. 
“ But there was no wind and we 
could not get into shore. W e threw 
onr 
ah 
ballast, 
clothes, 
extras-— 
everything, but still could not get 
over land. Slowly we w-ere sinking, 
but it was into the sea, and that 
was where we landed. A ship picked 
us up one mile from shore and this 
disqualified us. 
“ Imagine our 
disgust 
when we 
learned that the baloon we sighted 
when figuring on landing at Bards­ 
ley Island had landed there itself 
nnd had won the race by so doing! 
Had we landed on the island we 
would have tied the winner. Had we 
had a mere puff of wind we would 
have reached Dublin and been an 
easy winner. We travelled farther 
than 
anyone, 
but 
landing

oo?an disqualified us— that was a 
break of luck over which we had 
no control and that is why I say 
that luck is the biggest thing In a 
race of this kind.” 
Mr. McKibben has been in aviation 
since 1919. Von Hoffman is of a 
ballooning fam ily, his brother, Al­ 
bert and his father being aeronauts.

To be sure of obtaining healthy 
young plants for transplanting to the 
home garden or elsewhere, treat the 
soil in the seed box with boiling water 
a few days before planting.

soils commonly used for seed beds con­ 
tain one or more kinds of harmful 
molds or fungi and in addition, in the 
South, a destructive eelworm which 
causes a disease of many garden crops 
commonly called rootknot. 
Recently it has been learned by the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture that seed-bed soil can be made 
reasonably free from these plant ene­ 
mies by this simple hot-water treat­ 
ment. If disease spores are not killed, 
plants grown in such soil will usually 
become diseased and die, or else will 
remain stunted and sickly. 
It is be­ 
cause of the transplanting of such dis­ 
eased seedlings that many of the poor 
crops or failures in the home garden 
occur. 
Every gardener should there­ 
fore learn how to recognize troubles of 
young plants and become familiar with 
the method here described for prevent­ 
ing them. 
Before treating the soil it should be 
placed In the box ready for seeding.
